3. Resuleed,That the Circular published in the name 
of the Senior Class of Harvard wipepety, selnting to 
the recent riotous disturbuncos among Stndents 
at that Seminary, is of a disorderly character, and en- 
tirely inconsistent with the station and duties of un- 
dergraduates at that University.
